The Water Resources Element requires that municipalities identify drinking water resources to
meet the needs that arise from projected growth. Receiving water and wastewater treatment
areas must be identified. The element is also concerned with water resource protection, ground
water resources, water quality standards and Total Maximum Daily Loads (TMDLs).
